Bureau files also reflect a letter dated February 7, 
1923, from the then Director, Bureau of Investigation, to Hon. 

Will H. Hayes, Motion Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America, 522 5th Avenue, New York, New York, in which Cecil de 
Mille is referred to as a ’’radical.” (6l-2$59~7) This letter does 
not indicate the source, and the information is ambiguous in 
nature. It is noted that this reference was reported prior to 
Director John Edgar Hoover’s appointment as Director of the FBI. 

As the source of this information is not known, and as the in¬ 
formation is not specific, it has not been incorported in the 
disseminated reports.

Attorney General and cited in reports to the regular California 
Legislature concerning Un-American Activities in California* It 
has also been reported that they have associated with some 
\ Communist Party members* This information is included in the 
I attached reports* It is also set forth in Los Angeles report 
I that the applicant did not approve of his adopted daughter’s and 
I son-in-law’s activities. 


The applicant, on his Department of State request for 
investigation data, listed his brother, William C. de Mile, as 
residing at 130 Gillis Avenue, Pleya Del Rey, California. 0he 
attached Los Angeles report also reflects that the names "Mr. and 
Mrs. William C. de Mille, 130 Gillis Avenue, Pleya Del Rey, 
California,” appeared on a mailing list of the Hollywood Arts,^ 
Sciences and Professions Council, an organization affiliated with 
the Southern California Chapter of the National Council of Arts, 
Sciences and Professions, an organization cited as a Communis'b^ 
Front by the Congressional Committee on Un-American Activities'^ 
The name ’’William C. de Mille” also appears in a book entitled 
’’Reds in America,” written by R. M. Whitney and published in 1924* 
This book refers to a ’’William C. de Mille” as attending a re¬ 
ception given by Charlie Chaplin for William Z. Foster at which 
were present ’’many radical members of the ’movie ’ colony at 
Hollywood and a number of parlor bolsheviks.” This information is 
incorporated in the attached reports. 

Bureau files reflect a report dated June 7, 1922, at 
Los Angeles captioned ’’George Vanderveer, Kate Crane Gartz, et 
al, Radical Activities,” which reports a social meeting May24, 
given by Mrs. Upton Sinclair at her home in Pasadena given in 
honor of George Vanderveer of Seattle, IWW Attorney and ’’High 
Priest of all Reds." It was reported that at this affair were 
many wealthy men and women such as William C. de Mille, son-in- 
law of Mr. George Laskey. (6l-l$79-l)^ This report does not 
indicate any source for this information; and, therefore, it is 
not being incorporated in the disseminated reports. 

Applicant’s son, Richard de Mile, is reported to have 
paid f>4»25 to attend classes in Russian at the People’s Education 
Center, Los Angeles, California, an organization cited by the

D. C. Another niece of the applicant, Agnes de Mille Prude, the 
famous choreographer and daughter of William C. de Mille, is 
reported to have been associated with several Communist Party Front 
groups in the New York City area which have been cited by the 
Attorney General, This information is included in the attached 
New York report dated July 14, 1953* 


It is noted that this New York report also sets forth 
the degree of relationship between the applicant and his above- 
named nieces. 

All other information regarding the above-named members 
of the applicant's family was favorable. 

In addition to the members of the applicant's family 
named above, the applicant also indicates his wife as Mrs, 
Constance A. de Mille, a daughter, Mrs. Cecilia de Mille Harper, 
and a son, John B. de Mille. Investigation concerning these 
members of the applicant's family was favorable.

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SUBJECT: 


Charles Noone of IIA (international Information Administration) 
telephoned at Ur30 P.M., July 6, 1953/ and talked to Crosby. He advised 
that he understood that requests for investigations on Douglas Lyman Edmonds ' 
and Cecil B jpjeMille had been referred by the Civil Service Commission to the 
FBI, since bbth'are <expected to fill key jobs in the International Information 
Agency. Noone said he would very much like to know if it would be possible 
for him to have some idea of what the status of the investigation was. 

After checking, Crosby called Noone back and told him that the 
request for investigation on Edmonds had been received in the course of 
Friday, July 3, and that the request for investigation on Cecil B. DeKLlle 
was not received until July 6, the day of the call. Noone said he was sorry 
he bothered us since he had the impression the investigations had been 
referred to the Bureau sometime ago.
